i is m aintained. The bombs fell wide 
{of the m ark. But it was clear th a t a 
real German offensive m ovem ent is 
in contem plation against 
the 
city. 
F u rth e r raids are expected. 
It was shortly 
a fte r 
3:30 this 
m orning when th e outlying forts sig­ 
nalled the approach of a dirigible. 
The big Zeppelin was 6,000 feet high 
but her propellers could be heard. 
The forts at once began shooting. But 
the dirigible was far too high. How­ 
ever, the fusillade kept her so high 
it was impossible for the pilots to 
discern their point of attack. 
The 
searchlights 
were 
turned 
against it. 
But they failed to carry 
far etiough and they were quickly 
turned off. th at their lights m ight 
not be utilized by the Germ ans in de­ 
term ining th eir location. 
The dirigible 
finally 
dropped a 
num ber of bombs which fell in tho 
suburbs. The hurgom eister said that 
they did com paratively little d am ­ 
age. 
By this tim e the aeriel guns 
m ounted on th e high buildings and 
in the cathedral spire had been plac­ 
ed in action and a hail of bullets 
was being directed against the di­ 
rigible. 
Belgian troops* also fired 
volleys from their rifles and finally 
the dirigible 
swung 
around 
and 
headed back tow ard Malines. 
It is considered certain th at the 
Germ ans plan a concerted attack on 
Antwerp, and th at a siege will likely 
result. 
O rders have been issued by 
the bnrgom eister that all outsiders 
shall leave the city not later than 
noon. 
The thousands of Belgian ref­ 
ugees will be sent elsewhere. It is 
understood that

British Bed 
Cross has volunteered to care 
for 
such refugees as can be sent to E n g ­ 
land. and it is likely that steam ers 
will be chartered and nonc om batants 
generally sent to England.
